At the January meeting I mentioned the possibility of a repeater station. On Monday, 
January 11 the Technical Committee held a meeting on Channel 1, and last week held an 
eyeball meeting. The purpose of this committee is to ascertain ways and means of in- 


proving the effectiveness of Channel 1 operation. 


The ideas are coming thick and fast. There is talk of micro-waves, seperate transmit 
and receive frequencies, relays, repeaters, and so forth. What appears to be the best 
idea coming out of these discussions, albeit it is still in the embryonic stage, is 
that of a 10 meter-to--LO meter repeater system which would be available to all mem-. 
bers of the clut when direct communication on Channel 1 was not feasible because of 

low power, distance, or intervening obstacles. Entry to the repeater would be by shift- 
ing transmitter frequency while continuing to listen on 29.493mc. Where the repester, — 


if any, would be located, what frequency it will use for receiving, whether ithe repastoli 


er transmitter and receiver will be located together or seperated, whether human con 
trol or automati« control of the receiver will be utilized, and the other technicai. 
problems are still. subject to discussion, experimentation, and investigation. 


While we await the recommendations of the Technical Committee, I want to place before 
you my position in respect to any such programdf relays and repeaters for improving the 
utility of Channel. ‘is inne | . 

].. No proposed plan should be placed into éxecution unless it receives the over- 
whelming support of the membership expressed at an open meeting of the club 
following adequate discussion. y . i 

2. No plan should be presented which will, in any way, have a delaterious effect 
upon our program for increasing the use of Channel l. 

3, No plan should be presented which will make equipment currently in use for mon- 
itoring and working Channel 1, in any way obsolete, or which will prevent the 
use of transceivers which transmit and receive on the same frequency. | 

4. No plan shoud be presented which would require an additional investment of more 
than the cost: of a erystal by the individual members, or which wovld require 
more than minor retuning of the transmitter to obtain access to the repeater. 


In this frame of reference, I would hope that none of us will pre-judge any plan, put © 


rather we will give open minded consideration to all plans which may be presented.

Amateur Radio -- Amateur radio is the means of communication with others on equal 
terms, of finding friendship, adventure and prestige while seated at one's own 
fireside. In picking his human contacts out of the air the amateur is not seen by 
them. He is not known by the clothes he wears but by the signal he emits. He enters 
a new world whose qualifications for success are within his grasp.

At the close of day, filled with with the monotonous routine of the machine age, 
he can find adventure and friendship by throwing the switch and pounding his signals 
into the air.
